WASHINGTON. - When the Presi- 


dcnt's special labor commissioners roll 
up their sleeves in London this sum- 
mer, and plunge into the British labor 
law of 1927, they will discover, first off, 
•what ,-i lot of law it takes to keep a 
semblance of peace in the British in- 
dustrial family. 


For the British have been head ovci 


heels in more or less modern labor 
legislation and customs for nearly 15( 
years. The Ifl27 law, while extremely 
important, is merely one statute among 
dozens. 


This stack of laws docs not mean 


thnt tlie British have carved ovit an in- 
dustrial Utopia, where employers anc 
employes lie down like the lion find 
lamb of Biblical fame. Only last year, 
on the eve of the Coronation, London's 
bus workers went out on strike, and 
there was the devil lo pay before they 
climbed behind their steering wheels 
again. 


But the big pile of British labor 


laws does mean that the British have 
accumulated a vast store of valuable 
experience worth anybody's time and 
study. 


It Goes Back to 1790 


The British were wrangling over 


collective bargaining in George Wash- 
ington's time. 


'Sentiment was so strong against 


group 
negotiation, that 
parliament 


passed in 1799 a law to biu- collective 
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That 


Washington died. Strikes, destroyed 
property, nnd general confusion led to 
repeal within a few years, and there- 
after collective bargaining was gener- 
ally accepted. 


So in Great Britain now, no political 


party regards a guarantee of collective 
bargaining as an essential labor law. 
Many authorities agree it is practiced 
in about 90 per cent of British indus- 
try..The question of hours and wages 
came up over there a long time ago. 


While we were fighting a Civil war, 


parliament was about to consider cight- 
liour laws. Some British industries at 
that time also were bargaining over 
reduced hours of work. Our first na- 
tional eight-hour law reached the stat- 
ute books in 1316, and it applied only 


teeth.

"If they're guaranteed, Roger," said 


Ella, "they must be all right, so you 
can't lose anything.

They read the advertising matter 


very carefully. "While the cash must 
accompany the order, the work was 
fully guaranteed. It they did not fit 
perfectly they would be corrected free 
of charge and if, after a trial of sixty 
clays they were unsatisfactory, they 
could be returned.

One reason why the British have 


beat us to some sort of a solution of 
the labor problem is a simple one- 
thai of reaching the crossroads first 
by virtue of an earlier start. After 
all, the British had 800 years or more 
of'exciting history—labor along with 
the rest—before America became a 
nation. 
But the most important reason is tne 


essential difference in the history and 
size of the two nations. 


It is 3,000 miles from San Francisco 


to New York, and only a few hundred 
between the opposite shores of the 
British isles. There are 48 states in 
the United States, each still jealous of 
its statehood and the power the Con- 
stitution confers upon a state. 


In Great Britain the whole business 


is, symbolically, the business of one 
king, and when his parliament passes 
„ iaw_that's that. The law applies 
from one end of the realm to the oth- 
er in uniform, even pressure. In this 
country, Congress presumably cannot

Ever hear of a Tung Oil Tree? 
E. S. Richards of 718 Soutli Elm 


street is experimenting with tuny oil 
shrubs 
in un effort 
to determine 


whether climatic and soil conditions 
in the Hope area is suited for growth 
of this tree which is spreading over 
Louisiana and Mississippi for com- 
mercial purposes. 


A tung oil tree grows rapidly nnd 


within three years begins to bear large 
nuts which are harvested and crushed, 
producing oil for manufacture of paints 
and varnishes. 


Mr. Richards said that growing ol 


tung oil trees in both Louisiana anc 
Mississippi was spreading and was 
bringing landowners and fanners 
new cash crop. 


A matured tung oil tree is about the 


size of a peach tree, and produces abou 
three tons of nuts per acre on a gooc 
stand. The trees are planted in or 
chards, very similar to peach trees, Mr 
Richards said. 


Mr. Richard said the nearest trun 


oil orchard to Hope was just south of 
Monroe, La., where thousands of acres 
are in productive stage. 


Mr. Richards was unable to recall the 


market price of oil produced from the 
trees, but said it was a very profitable 
business and was furnishing farmers 
with a new cash crop. 


If climate and soil conditions are 


favorable for prducing tung oil trees 
in Hempstead county, Mr. Richards 
said he believed it would bea paying 
investment and a new source of rev- 
enue for local farmers.

You May Betray Your Feelings on the Surface 


of Your Skin 


The skin isa mirror of the body.. 
Although many skin diseases are caus- 
ed by infections from germs of one 
type or another, there are other dis- 
turbances of the skin which result al- 
most wholly from emotional factors. 


When we become aroused, we may 


manifest the change by blushing, by 
becoming exceedingly pale or by per- 
spiring excessively. There are people 
who will develop itching on slight pro- 
vocation, and who will then by scratch- 
ing and tearing the skin produce 
changes in the skin which resemble 
those of the skin diseases. 


There are some instances of skin 


diseases which are related to what we 


• call allergy or hypersensitivity. Some 


people after eating sea foods, others 
after strawberries and still others 
after alcoholic drinks will develop 
eruptions on the skin which are found 
to be due to some special sensitivity 
to some ingredient in the substances 
concerned. In many of these cases, 
however, an extended search will in- 
dicate some nervous disturbances as- 
sociated with the sensitivity. 


There are certain forms of inflamma- 


tion of the skin which are known as 
neurodennatitis. In these inflamma- 
tions it is recognized that a nervous 
disorder may be the basis. 


It has been shown also that it is pos- 


sible by the power of suggestion to 
produce eruptions. 


Instances are reported which show 


that the sweat mechanism particularly 
is susceptible to the power of sugges- 
tion. A certain man with shellshock 
could produce a profuse sweat at a 
particular time if informed on the 
day previous that an attack would be 
made about that time. 


There is an instance recorded of a 


man who could produce sweating at 
any individual point in the body if 
asked to do so. He stated that he did 
this by concentrating his whole atten- 
tion on that idea. The explanation 
was that when he. was a child he did 
not like to take piano lessons and his 
hands perspired inordinately whenever 
he was due for a lesson. Later he 
taught himself to perspire anywhere. 


It is well recognized that fright will 


cause the hair to stand on end, and 
that the influence of sudden emotional 
shocks may actually result in falling 
out of patches of hair. 


In all these cases, therefore, it is 


important to learn the exact reason 
for the disturbances. Frequently, once 
the patient understands the reason 
or realizes that the emotional factors 
are responsible, the condition will im- 
prove.

Penetrating Story of Pilgrim Women 


It is amazing that out of the count- 


less volumes portraying the Pilgrims 
story so little has been said baout the 
women. This is due, no doubt, to the 
rigorous Pilgrim theology which placet 
the women subordinately. But actual- 
ly the Pilgrim mothers played a vital 
heroic role, 


Margaret Bell tells the story of these 


pioneer women—from 
Jhe woman's 


viewpoint—in a rare sort of history, 
handled fictionally but none the less 
factual, "Women of the Wilderness' 
(Dutton: $3.50). To read it is to put 
a new interpretation on the early days 
of Massachusetts when hard winters 
and starvation and church intolerance 
made life a staggering ordeal. 


And in all this the Pilgrim women 


bore a great part, teaching their chil- 
dren forbearance in the face of hun- 
ger; hope in the face of disaster; faith 
against bigotry. They were, for tho 
nost part, simple, uneducated women, 
;hese first immigrants, but they show- 
ed a remarkable courage and determ- 
nation, 
The world will, perhaps, never know 


i finer character than Anne Brad- 
street, the first American poet; nor 
one more brave than Mary Chilton, the 
'irst to step off the Mayflower. But 
even more so Anne Hutchinson lives 


on as the defender of tolerance and 
iberality against the unsparing rule 
of the Pilgrim Fathers. It may be said 
hat she gained women's first rights 
n America. 


Margaret Bell recreates all these— 


vivifying Pilgrim history as has not 
>een done in a long time. The result 
s a book eminently readable, emi- 
lently valuable historically.—P. G. F.

Farm Meeting Is 


Held at Guernsey 


H, H. Huskey, Farm Bu- 


reau Head, Explains 


Program 


Thirty-five Farm Bureau member* 


of the Guernsey community met Fri* 
day night, June 10, in their regular 
meeting. H. H. Huskey, presfdent of 
theHempstead County Farm Bureau, 
conducted the meeting. The group 
went on record as wanting to lend 
their support ot the county organiza- 
tion in making a recommendation as 
to amendments to the present farm 
program. The group strongly favored 
the two following clauses: 
1. They were in faVor Of every farm- 


er receiving his cotton allotment by 
January 1st each yeaer in order that 
he might make definite cropping 
arrangements. 


2. They felt that every farmer who par- 
ticipated in a farm program should be 


guaranteed parity price for his pro- 
duction. 
Mr. Huskey gave an interesting dis- 


cussion relative ot the purposes of the 
large organization that we have in 
Hempstead county. He made it clear 
that the organization was primarily for 
a large purpose. 


Mr. Huskey read a letter from one 


of our senators which expressed his 
opinion as to what could be done by 
farmers in an organized effort. The 
letter he read assured the county or- 
ganization that there would be a con- 
tinuation of the 3% per cent interest 
of the federal land bank loans; that 
it was possible that parity payments 
would be made on cotton for the 
yeear 1938. 


C. M. Lamkln, assistant county agent, 


gave a discussion as .to the need of 
additional pasture acres in Hempstead 
county. He brought out the point that 
we can establish pastures and receive 
payments fro mthe agricultural pro- 
gram, A short discussion, was given 
relative to the value and construction 
of a trench silo. Several farmers ex- 
pressed their intention that they would 
build a trench silo this fall.
